Colombian guerrillas propose talks 
on conflict

Dutch anti-Islam party to 
have strong voice in next 
govt 


BOGOTA, Colommbia 
(AFP) - Colombia's largest 
leftist guerrilla group re¬ 
leased a videotaped message 
yesterday, proposing talks 
with president-elect Juan 
Manuel Santos to find a po¬ 
litical settlement to their 
armed conflict. 

"What we are proposing 
today, once again, is that we 
talk," said Alfonso Cano, the 
head of the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC) in the videotape. 
"We continue to be deter¬ 
mined to find political solu¬ 
tions." 

The videotape, which was 
divided into three parts and is 
more than 30 minutes long, 


was released on the website 
of the magazine Resistencia, 
which the Colombian defense 
ministry says is a FARC pro¬ 
paganda organ. 

The proposal comes amid 
a diplomatic crisis between 
Colombia and Venezuela 
over Bogota's charges that 
some 1,500 FARC guerrillas 
are using Venezuelan terri¬ 
tory as a haven. 

Santos assumes office Au¬ 
gust 7, replacing President 
Alvaro Uribe, a US ally who 
dealt major blows to the 
guerrilla group during his 
eight years in office. 

Cano suggested that the 
two sides discuss a contro¬ 
versial US-Colombian agree¬ 


ment giving the United States 
access to Colombian bases, 
as well as human rights, pris¬ 
oners of war, land ownership 
and broad political and eco¬ 
nomic models. 

"We must speak. Let us 
speak of the indignity that 
having in Colombia seven 
bases with US troops repre¬ 
sents," he said. 

Founded in 1964, the 
FARC is Colombia's largest 
guerrilla group, active in 
nearly half the country with 
between 7,500 and 10,000 
fighters. 

It is responsible for 
bombings, murder, kidnap¬ 
ping, extortion, hijacking, as 
well as guerrilla and conven¬ 
tional military action against 
Colombian political, military, 
and economic targets. 

Cano said previous peace 
talks have failed because of 
the lack of will of the govern¬ 
ment to reach an agreement. 
But he also said that a series 
of governments "have failed 
to end the armed conflict by 
military means." 

"The war does not make 
us happy," said Cano, who 
has been the top military 
FARC leader since 2008. 

"We are not happy to learn 
of the battlefield deaths of 
our opponents, who are chil¬ 
dren of poor families in 
Colombia." 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬

Under the provisional

PVV said in a joint statement.

Two die in 
Florida from 
mosquito-borne 
disease 

TAMPA, Florida - Two 
Florida residents have died 
from Eastern equine en¬ 
cephalitis, a mosquito-borne 
disease that is rare among hu¬ 
mans but has infected a rising 
number of horses in the state, 
health officials said on Friday. 

Both deaths were in the 
Tampa area, where a woman 
died on July 1 and an infant 
died on Wednesday, the Hills¬ 
borough County Health De¬ 
partment said. The disease 
known as EEE causes brain in¬ 
flammation. There is no vac¬ 
cine for humans. 

"It's a fairly rare disease," 
said Steve Huard, spokesman 
for the Hillsborough health de¬ 
partment. 

Only a few human cases a 
year are reported in the United 
States, mostly in Atlantic and 
Gulf coast areas, according to 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. But 
the disease kills 33 percent of 
its victims and survivors often 
have significant brain damage, 
the CDC said.

The film 
was released for traditional 2- 
D viewing, 3-D viewing (using 
the RealD 3D, Dolby 3D, 
XpanD 3D, and IMAX 3D for¬ 
mats), and "4-D" viewing. The 
stereoscopic filmmaking was 
touted as a breakthrough in 
cinematic technology.

Satellite Galaxy 15 still out of control, 
interrupting cable programming

ORANJESTAD - Galaxy 15 
is still out of control, causing 
interferences in the cable trans¬ 
missions. At present it is mov¬ 
ing pass by the Intelsat Galaxy 
14 and the interruption it is 
causing will continue until 
early August. The channels ex¬ 
periencing interference are 
Lifetime East SD, A&E HD, 
History HD, Lifetime East 
HD, and Lifetime West HD 
Galaxy 15 is an American 
geostationary satellite which 
was operated by Intelsat as a 
communications satellite. It 
was launched for and origi¬ 
nally operated by PanAmSat, 
and was subsequently trans¬ 
ferred to Intelsat when the two 
companies merged in 2006. It 
was positioned in geostation¬ 
ary orbit at a longitude of 133 
degrees West, from where it 
was used to provide communi¬ 
cation services to North Amer¬ 
ica. In April 2010, Intelsat lost 
control of the satellite, and it 
began to drift away from its or¬ 
bital slot, potentially causing 
disruption to other satellites. It 
started to affect the cable net¬ 
work system of Aruba in April 
and May 2010. Galaxy 15 is 
not in contact with Intelsat 
(owner of the satellite) since 
April 5. 


Although the exact reason 
for the disconnection is not 
known, the owner think they 
lost control of the satellite be¬ 
cause of solar storm. A solar 
storm is an event in which ac¬ 
tivity on the Sun interferes 
with the Earth's magnetic field. 
Because the Sun is so far away, 
many people believe that solar 
storms are not capable of caus¬ 
ing very much damage, but 
they can in fact be quite devas¬ 
tating. Normally, when a satel¬ 
lite goes astray, there no reason 
to worry about because in most 
cases the satellite will stop 
transmitting. But Intelsat con¬ 
firmed that Galaxy 15 is trans¬ 
mitting to Earth while drifted, 


first alongside the AMC 11 
orbit, then next to Galaxy 13 
and now it is drifting close to 
Intelsat Galaxy 14, and the in¬ 
terruption will continue until 
early August. 

Intelsat is still trying to re¬ 
gain control of Galaxy 15 but 
with no success. They are try¬ 
ing to minimize the interfer¬ 
ence as much as possible but 
Galaxy 14 receives digital 
cable programming and trans¬ 
mits it to all cable television 
system worldwide, including 
Aruba. Intelsat also said that 
Galaxy 15 can cause interfer¬ 
ence in other channels as well, 
which can continue until Sep¬

Japanese rescue-bot can sniff 
out disaster survivors

TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - 
Japanese emergency services 
are to trial a small tank-like 
rescue robot that can search 
rubble for survivors and de¬ 
liver water, food or cell¬ 
phones in disaster zones. 

The fire department of 
Chiba City, east of Tokyo, 
will test the QUINCE proto¬ 
type from next month, said 
Eiji Koyanagi, robotic engi¬ 
neering expert at Chiba Insti¬ 
tute of Technology. 

’’People die because they 
despair. If the robot delivers 
a cellphone, they won’t feel 
alone. If the robot delivers 
water and food, they can hold 
out,” said Koyanagi. ”We 
want to make this the world 
standard.” 

The QUINCE, the size of 
a toddler’s play car, has a ro¬ 
botic arm that can be remote- 
controlled to turn doorknobs, 
manoeuvre through rubble 
and carry crucial survival 
items after an earthquake or 
other disaster. 

Human rescuers manipu¬ 
late the arm from afar using a 
computer link that shows 
them robo-view camera im¬ 
ages. 

The machine also features 
infrared and carbon-dioxide 
sensors to find survivors by 
detecting their body heat and 
their exhaled breath, and cre¬ 


ates three-dimensional maps 
of the site as it crawls. 

Four sets of wheels, each 
driving a tank-like rubber 
track and powered by a total 
of six electric motors, enable 
the machine to push ahead 
over bumps and up and down 
slopes as steep as 82 degrees. 

People trapped under rub¬ 
ble can also hear the voices of 
rescuers through a speaker 
fitted to the robot. 

Koyanagi, speaking at 


Tokyo’s Robotech fair, said it is 
essential for the robot to be 
tested by real rescuers to im¬ 
prove and ’’fine-tune” its design. 

Engineers may develop 
the wrong ideas, he said: in 
the past, "we made touch 
panels... only to find rescuers 
wear gloves and can’t use 
them.” 

Japan is prone to earth¬ 
quakes, with about 20 percent 
of the world’s most powerful 
tremors striking the island na¬ 
tion. 


Ballmer wants to ’make things happen’ on Tablets 


The development of a Win¬ 
dows 7 slate or tablet is job 
number one at Microsoft, 
chief executive Steve 
Ballmer said Thursday. 

”We have got to make 
things happen” on slates, 
Ballmer said at the com¬ 
pany’s annual financial ana¬ 
lyst meeting.

Calcium supplements linked to heart attacks: study 


PARIS (AFP) - Ordinary cal¬ 
cium supplements taken by 
the elderly to strengthen 
bones may boost the risk of 
heart attacks, according to a 
study released Friday. 

The findings, published in 
the British Medical Journal, 
suggest that the role of calcium 
in the treatment of osteoporosis 
should be reconsidered, the re¬ 
searchers said. 

Calcium tablets are com¬ 
monly prescribed to boost 
skeletal health, but a recent 
clinical trial suggested they 
might increase the number of 


heart attacks and other car¬ 
diovascular problems in 
healthy older women. 

To investigate further, an 
international team of re¬ 
searchers led by Ian Reid of 
the University of Auckland in 
New Zealand reviewed 11 
separate clinical trials involv¬ 
ing 12,000 patients. 

They found that calcium 
supplements were associated 
with about a 30 percent jump 
in heart attack risk. 

The chances of stroke and 
mortality also increased to a 
lesser extent. 


The link was consistent 
across trials and was inde¬ 
pendent of age, sex, and type 
of supplement. 

While the added risk is 
modest for any individual, 
the widespread use of cal¬ 
cium supplements could 
translate into a significantly 
larger disease burden across 
an entire population, the au¬ 
thors warn. 

Previous studies have 
found that upping calcium in¬ 
take through changes in diet 
does not increase cardiovas¬ 
cular problems, suggesting 


Knee, hip replacements may aid weight loss 


Weight loss has been noted 
among patients who’ve had a 
knee or hip replacement, a 
new study says. 

The research focused on 
196 patients, mean age 67 
years, who had knee or hip 
replacement surgery (arthro¬ 
plasty) at the Mount Sinai 
Medical Center in New York 
City between 2005 and 2007. 

The researchers found 
that, after their surgery, 
nearly 20 percent of the pa¬ 
tients had significant weight 
loss (5 percent or more of 
body weight) and decreased 


body mass index (BMI), 
which is a measurement that 
takes into account a person's 
height and weight. The mean 
weight of the patients de¬ 
creased from 175.5 pounds to 
172.2 pounds, they noted. 

Knee replacement patients 
were more likely than hip re¬ 
placement patients to experi¬ 
ence a significant decrease in 
BMI (21.5 percent and 16.9 
percent, respectively). Pa¬ 
tients with a BMI score 
greater than 30 before their 
surgery, and therefore consid¬ 
ered obese, were most likely 


to have significant post¬ 
surgery weight loss. 

"Total joint arthroplasties 
are performed with the intent 
of relieving a patient's pain 
and disability. Both total knee 
patients and total hip patients 
experienced a statistically 
significant and clinically sig¬ 
nificant corrected weight loss 
following surgery, which in¬ 
dicates a healthier overall 
lifestyle," lead author Dr. 
Michael Bronson, chief of 
joint replacement surgery at 
Mount Sinai School of Med¬ 
icine.

In a commentary, John 
Cleland of the University of 
Hull in Britain and col¬ 
leagues point out that — re¬ 


gardless of possible impacts 
on heart attack rates — cal¬ 
cium supplements are proba¬ 
bly not very efficient in 
reducing fractures in any 
case.

Spanish bullfighting sector 
vows to fight Catalan ban 



MADRID, Spain (AFP) - Top 
Spanish bullfighting entrepre¬ 
neurs vowed to take Catalo¬ 
nia's parliament to court to try 
to reverse its decision to ban 
the bloodsport and stop other 
regions from following their 
lead. 

"We are going to launch a 
huge battle" against this "out¬ 
rageous" measure, promoter 
Luiz Alvarez, a founder of the 
bullfighting lobby group Mesa 
del Toro, told AFP. 

Catalonia's regional parlia¬ 
ment on Wednesday voted to 
ban bullfighting from January 


1 , 2012 . 

It would thus become the 
first region in mainland Spain 
to outlaw the centuries-old tra¬ 
dition, which has inspired 
artists from Goya to Picasso. 

But Alvarez said the ban 
was unconstitutional: he in¬ 
sisted that the wealthy north¬ 
eastern region did not have the 
right to abolish bullfights, but 
only to regulate them. 

The lobby group would go 
to court in a bid to reverse the 
Catalan parliament's decision 
in court, he added.

sires of your customers. 

The referral system I used 
in my Nurses business, cre¬ 
ated, on average, 10 new cus¬ 
tomers per week. 

Referral systems are sur¬ 
prisingly easy to set up and re¬ 
quire very little effort or time. 

They represent the most im¬ 
mediate source of increased 
customers you have available 
in your business. 

I want you to think of three 
things over this next week. 

1. Think of your cus¬ 
tomers as dear and valued 
friends.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US economy risks "Japanese- 
style" stagnation, a top Federal 
Reserve official warned Thurs¬ 
day, as a key economic report 
was expected to show the re¬ 
covery is losing pace. 

Bluntly cautioning about 
"the peril" of deflation, James 
Bullard — a member of the 
Fed's interest rate-setting panel 
— said the United States was 
closer to a Japanese-style lost 
decade "than at any time in re¬ 
cent history." 

"Escape from such an out¬ 
come is problematic," he wrote 
in a Fed journal. "Hope is not 
a strategy." 

Given any risk of an exter¬ 
nal shock that would spark 


falling prices — squeezing 
firms and forcing ever-slower 
growth — Bullard said the cen¬ 
tral bank should consider 
restarting crisis measures. 

Since the beginning of the 
financial crisis in late 2007, the 
Fed and Treasury Department 
have purchased hundreds of 
billions of dollars of US debt 
in the hope of boosting eco¬ 
nomic activity, part of a 
process known in economic 
jargon as "quantitative easing." 

But with interest rates at 
historic lows, the Fed has few 
levers left to prime the econ¬ 
omy. Bullard warned that the 
bank would find it difficult to 
bring interest rates back to nor¬ 
mal levels to help exit the spi¬ 


ral. 

Promising low interest rates 
"at zero for a long time is a 
double-edged sword," he said. 
"A better policy response to a 
negative shock is to expand the 
quantitative easing program 
through the purchase of Treas¬ 
ury securities." 

Until recently, the central 
bank had been looking forward 
to unloading such investments 
and putting its balance sheet 
back in order. But with the re¬ 
covery teetering on the brink, 
it is being forced to consider 
stepping back into the breach. 

Bullard's comments ap¬ 
peared to paint a darker picture 
of the economy than that pre¬ 
sented by Federal Reserve 


chairman Ben Bernanke, who 
recently told lawmakers he 
was "prepared" to take further 
action but only if the recovery 
"seems to be faltering." 

We are going to continue to 
monitor the economy closely 
and continue to evaluate the al¬ 
ternatives that we have," 
Bernanke said. If the recovery is 
continuing at a moderate pace, 
the incentive would be less." 

Bullard is widely consi¬ 
dered an inflation hawk, so his 
comments were seen by many 
as a sign of a tectonic shift 
within the central bank. 

But a Fed official denied 
any policy shift, telling AFP 
that Bullard had only sought to 
spark debate.

Fears of a new generation of Nigerian Taliban fighters

MAIDUGURI, Nigeria 
(AFP) - She is a grandmother, 
but authorities tracking the 
remaining members of the 
Nigerian Taliban after crush¬ 
ing the sect's uprising a year 
ago may have reason for con¬ 
cern. 

The 48-year-old whose 
son was among the sect 
members killed in the fight¬ 
ing said she will teach his six 
children left behind to follow 
in his footsteps. 

"We may retreat but we 
will not surrender," she told 
AFP outside her house in 
Maiduguri, the northern city 
at the center of the uprising. 

"There are a lot of children 
like them and we will drill in 
them how their fathers were 
cut down in their prime by 
Nigerian security forces," she 
said, clad in a black veil re¬ 
vealing only her face. 

A year after authorities put 
down the Islamist sect's up¬ 
rising in northern Nigeria and 
killed its leader, some ob¬ 
servers say there is a danger 
that the children of sect mem¬ 
bers could grow up to replen¬ 
ish its ranks. 

Abubakar Tsav, a re¬ 
spected former police com¬ 
missioner for Lagos who now 
lives in the country's mainly 


Muslim north, said Boko 
Haram, as the sect is also 
known, may rise again for 
that reason. 

"The government may 
seem to have clamped on 
Boko Haram, but the real 
menace may be years away 
as the sect is now engaged in 
indoctrinating the children of 
its members, particularly of 
those killed during last year’s 
violence," Tsav told AFP. 

Troops crushed the upris¬ 
ing after four days of fighting 


that killed more than 800 
people. Sect leader Mo¬ 
hammed Yusuf was shot on 
July 30 last year by police, 
who said he was trying to es¬ 
cape hours after his capture. 

As the one-year anniver¬ 
sary approached, tension 
gripped Maiduguri following 
rumours the sect was plan¬ 
ning to strike again, leading 
to the deployment of police 
reinforcements from neigh¬ 
bouring states and intelli¬ 
gence personnel. 


There have been no inci¬ 
dents so far and apprehension 
among residents seems to 
have dissipated. 

But some say a new gene¬ 
ration of holy warriors may 
be developing. 

"We have the fear that the 
real problem may not be now, 
but in years to come, when 
the children of Boko Haram 
militants come of age," said 
Shehu Sani of the Civil 
Rights Congress rights group 
based in the northern city of 
Kaduna. 

Sani believes the insurgent 
group has not been com¬ 
pletely stamped out, with 
many of its militant members 
having gone underground, 
"making the Boko Haram an 
unfinished business." 

"One can imagine the type 
of human beings these chil¬ 


dren will turn out to be, hav¬ 
ing been trained to only hate, 
fight and kill in the name of 
religion right from their 
formative years," Sani said. 

He said that if the govern¬ 
ment failed to integrate Boko 
Haram children into society, 
they "will certainly pick up 
from where their parents had 
fallen and continue with the 
insurgency with more vigour, 
ferocity and dedication." 

The government in Bomo 
state, where Maiduguri is lo¬ 
cated, has outlawed the sect. 

"Despite the risk, we are 
determined to continue with 
our struggle and our children 
are following our footsteps 
by teaching them to be mu¬ 
jahideen (Islamic fighters)," 
Yerima Faltaye, a 32-year old 
perfume vendor and sect 
member told AFR

Oswalt has 143 triumphs 
and a 3.24 earned-run aver¬ 
age with 1,593 strikeouts 
since making his major 
league debut in 2001. He was 
6-12 this season with a 3.24 
earned-run average for the 
Astros. 

The Phillies, who have 
won seven games in a row, 
sent pitcher J.A. Happ and 


two minor-league players to 
the Astros in exchange for the 
three-time All-Star. 

Oswalt joins a Phillies 
pitching rotation that already 
includes Roy Halladay and 
ranks seventh in the National 
League with a 3.99 earned- 
run average. 

The Astros have fielded 
offers for more than two 
months since Oswalt said he 
wanted to be traded to a title 
contender. 

Oswalt is set to be paid 
five million dollars for the re¬ 
mainder of the 2010 cam¬ 
paign, 16 million dollars for 
next year in the final season 
of his contract and there is a 
club option to keep him in 
2012 for another 16 million 
dollars. 

In another premier deal 
Thursday, the NL West-lead¬ 
ing San Diego Padres ac¬ 
quired infielder Miguel 
Tejada from Baltimore for a 
Double-A pitcher.

Spain had played superb 
football throughout the tour¬ 
nament and dominated the 
first half, taking an 18th- 
minute lead when Rodrigo 
ran onto Daniel Pacheco's 
fine through-ball and coolly 
slotted the ball into the bot¬ 
tom-right corner. 

Francis Smerecki's France 
team barely mustered a shot 
at goal in the first period but 
after weathering early pres¬ 
sure in the second half, they 


conjured an unexpected 
equaliser. 

Arsenal starlet Gilles Sunu 
headed a high ball into the 
path of Yannis Tafer and then 
raced through to receive 
Tafer's return pass before lob¬ 
bing the ball over Spanish 
goalkeeper Alex. 

In the image of the senior 
team that secured their first 
ever World Cup title in South 
Africa earlier in the month, 
Spain monopolised posses¬ 
sion for long periods but 
found themselves repeatedly 
exposed on the break. 

Tafer could have given 
France victory with 10 min¬ 
utes remaining when he 
broke free but saw his power¬ 
ful left-foot shot pushed 
away by Alex. 

The winning goal arrived 
just five minutes later though.

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Brazilian goalkeeper charged 
with murdering ex 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Bruno Souza, the Brazilian 
goalkeeper suspected of hav¬ 
ing his ex-girlfriend killed, 
was on Friday formally 
charged with her kidnap and 
murder, officials said. 

The footballer, who 
played for Rio de Janeiro's 
Flamengo team, was also 
charged with sequestration 
(hiding a body), forming a 
criminal gang and corrupting 
minors, according to reports 
in leading national news 
websites. 

Even though the body of 
the alleged victim, 25-year- 
old Eliza Samudio, has not 
been found, police wrapping 
up their probe on Thursday 
determined that Souza mas¬ 
terminded her death. 

Seven other people, in¬ 
cluding an ex-policeman sus¬ 
pected of carrying out the 
premeditated murder on 


Souza's orders, have also 
been charged. Souza's wife 
was among them. 

Samudio disappeared last 
month after being taken to 
Souza's second residence 
near the southern city of Belo 
Horizonte. 

The woman, who had a 
four-month-old baby she 
claimed was fathered by 
Souza, was believed to have 
been demanding child sup¬ 
port. The baby was found to 
be in the care of Souza's wife. 

Souza was suspended 
from Flamengo — Brazil's 
most popular club, which he 
once captained — when the 
allegations against him first 
surfaced. 

Photos of the goalkeeper 
published on Friday showed 
him with a shaved head. Re¬ 
ports said he had burned his 
hair to hinder a DNA exami¬ 
nation.
